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1. On 4 December 1950 the Sovi:t Commander of Enzersdorf directed the Austrian 
Gend»rmerie Cormander of crzersdorf to make a comprehensive survey of large 
cellars throughout this district. The Russian officer specified that this 
survey include sketches crrefully drawn to scale, an estimate of the cubic 
capacity, descrintion of -he floor space, lighting and ventilation eqauip~ 
nent. The Soviet officer also warned the Austrian police cfficial to regard 
this order eas strictly s cret. 


2. On 8 December 1950 the 4istrian Gendarmerie Commander in ingersdorf advised 

the Soviet Conranler fe: this district that during his recent insrection tour 
of cellars in Engorsdo t and its environs a number of Austrians had in-yuired 

as to why he was matin: this survey. Thereupon the Soviot officer promptly in- 
formed the Cendarrsris offietal tha. in the future he should say that he is com 
piling data on facilities available for storinn food in the Enzersdorf arsa. 
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Aceorlin~ to another senort, on 7 Decorber 1959 a Soviot officer on the staff 

of tie “ovict .komeriatura in Baden bei ““ien direeted an Austrian nariatrate 

in Baden to have th: entrances to a number of air raid sheltere in Baden and 
Moedlin’ opened i: edfately. This Soviet officer allered tha” the Soviots are 
searchin? for sor object which they believa to bo hidden in one of these sheltors. 
It is reported t'it an Austrian laborer who orene] ur one of these sholters lin- 
gered nearby whtie a exarle of Soviet officers entered the shelter and rade sieteheg 
of the intorter, 


4. The followine day the sane Soviet officer ‘nstructed the Baden ravistrite to smploy 
an unsrecifid number of Austrian laborers to rapair several of th: shilter interi- 
ors which ararently have detoriorated sinea the “all of 1945 when the sholters vere 
nealed by r macistrate's order.#
